The Woman Refuses Aid,
but the Man Eagerly

Seizes a Rope,
POLICEMAN AT WITS' END.

Ties the Man to a Scow, Then
Saves the Woman and

Another Rescuer.

SUICIDE OR ONLY ACCIDENT?

The Pair Were Seen Kneeling on a

Pier Before They Went Overboard,but Deny They
Meant to Die.

The .woman was annoyed. The man
was drunk. That was evident to Police
man Zimmerman. He thought the woman

was angry at something the man was sayingto her. He watched them in GansevoortMarket for a few minutes, about 6
o'clock last night, and when the man

pushed open a door and tried to induce the
woman to enter he told them to move on.

The woman was middle aged and poorly
dressed. She walked down the pier at the
foot of Bogart street with the man. Zimmermanpaid no more attention to them.
A few minutes later two boys ran up to

him and told him a man and a woman bad
Jumped into the river, after kneeling 011 the
stringpiece and waving their arms strangely.Zimmerman ran down the pier and
saw the Gansevoort Market couple flounderingin the water near a scow moored along-
side of the wharf.
Zimmerman jumped upon the scow,

picked up a rope and threw it to the
woman. She would not touch it. Zimmermanthrew the rope to the man, who
clutched it eagerly.
"Take hold of the woman," shouted the

policeman.
"She'll pull me down," replied the man.

"She wants to die."
Zimmerman was perplexed. The woman

was rapidly drowning. Just then Thomas
McGratn, of Xo. 62 Gansevoort street, came
up and took in the situation at a glance.
He plunged in and seized the woman. She
did not want to be rescued. She tried to
pull McGratfh down with her. He is a

powerful swimmer, but it was all he could
do to keep her above1 water. Soon she wore
out his strength. Mcuram cam-u iu Zimmermanthat if he didn't throw him a rope
he would sink.
"What shall I do with this fellow?"

asked the policeman.
"Tie him to the boat," replied McGrath,

"but, for God's sake hurry up. I can't
stand this much longer."
Zimmerman tied the man to the scow and

threw out another rope to McGrath. McGrathtied it around the woman's waist.
The crowd that had gathered soon pulled
her out. She was unconscious.
Zimmdfman threw a rope to McGrath and

pulled him out. Then he sent for an ambulance.which took the woman to St.
Vincent's Hospital.
Zimmerman started for the station house

to turn in his report. Some one stopped
him. saying:
"There's another man in the water, holdingon to a rope."
Then Zimmerman remembered that he

had tied the man to tlie scow, we punea
him out and took him to the Charles Stroet
Station House.
There he said he was John Foley, aired

thirty-two; that he had a wife and five
Children, at No. 291 West Tenth street,
and that for the first time in ten years he
had drunk too' much. He denied that
either he or the woman wanted to commit
suicide. He said they mererv fell overbeardwhile "acting too kittenish" on the
pier.
He did not know who the woman was, or

anything about her. He was locked up.
The woman regained consciousness at the

hospital and said she was Jane Lewis,
aged forty-five, and had no home. She was
too weak to say any more. The doctors
say her recovery is doubtful.

Four people were hurt an<l a number of
others badly shaken in a collision caused
by a runaway cable car at Twenty-fifth
street and Lexington avenue last uight.
Car No. 776, of the Lexington avenue

line, had slowed up to allow one of the
Twenty-third street horse cars to pass at
Twenty-third street and OLexington avenue

at 8:45 o'clock, when a broken strand cf
the cable caught in the grip. The car

lurched foward, and before the gripman
could apply the brake struck the horse car

and derailed it. Only a few passengers
wee in the horse car, and they were un-

liUl't.
Gripman No. 421 jammed liis brake down

"hard, -but it failed to liold the runaway
car, and it started up Lexington avenue.
At Twenty-fifth street and Lexington avenuecable cars drop one cable and catch
another. Cars 664 and 702 were waiting to
go through this performance, when a furiousclanging of gongs and the yells of a
lot of excited people scared the passengers.
Policeman Heflfernan, who had been standingnear Twenty-third street, saw what
was going to happen and by hard running
got ahead of the runaway car and shouted
to the passengers to hold fast.
When the crash came the passengers

who were standing up were thrown violentlyforward. The rear platform of No.
064 was wrecked and llie car was thrown
forward against No. 792. The gripman of
this car lessened the shock by starting bis
car forward at full speed. In the smash
the following were injured: John McKim,
No. 22 East. One Hundred and Third street;
Joseph Ross, No. 431 East One Hundred and
Twelfth street, and Frank Biausc, of No.
331 East One Hundred and Ninth street.
An unknown woman jumped from the runawaycar and was thrown down. She
went home in a cab. After having their cuts
and bruises dressed the injured were able
to walk home.

William Archer were arrested Wednesday
evening on complaint of Mrs. F. N. Wheaton.Willis B. Troy was aiso placed under

practical arrest, though no charge was

placed against him, as it was understood
he would turn State's evidence.
Mrs. Wheaton is a widow. She accused

the defendants of swindling her out of

sixty shares of Reading stock and $1,300.
Assistant District-Attorney Zaring wus

In charge of Mrs. Wheaton's case, and Mr.
Steinhardt, of the firm of Howe & Hum-
mell, appeared for tne defendants.
Mrs. Wheaton identified Davis, Tobin

and Troy, but said she had never seen
Archer. Magistrate Crane thereupon dischargedhim.
Mrs. When ton said she first met Davis

when he visited one of her boarders at No.
284 Fifth avenue, In June. He talked much
about the immense amount of money which
could be made by speculation, and told of
his close friendship with the firm of Tobin
& Troy.
'Mrs. Wheaton inquired about the firm
and got a good report. Davis introduced
her to Tobin. So greatly impressed with
his representations was she that on August
17 she went to his office with sixty shares
of Reading stock and $1,300, all she had
in the world. She said the firm told her
there was not the slightest chance of her
losing anything, and promised that before
disposing of the shares or making any investmentthey would submit the matter to
her jiidgment.
For two weeks Mrs. Wheaton heard nothingfurther from the firm. On September
